Chamber threatens to take legal action against GEBE 


~ Wants answers about outages, damages ~ 


PHILIPSBURG-The St. Maarten Chamber of 
Commerce, through its legal representative, has 
given utility company GEBE seven days to explain 
and substantiate why it cannot be held liable for the 
damages caused by constant power outages. 

If this cannot be substantiated to the Chamber’s 
satisfaction, GEBE has also been requested to 
indicate in what manner and to what amount it 
intends to compensate its customers for revenues 
lost as a result of the outages. 

Chamber President Glen Carty confirmed Thursday 
that a letter had been forwarded to GEBE Managing 
Director William Brooks. Should GEBE fail to 
respond, the company will face legal proceedings for 
damages caused “without further warning.” 

“We want answers, and we want them now,” Carty 
emphasised. 

The legal notification points out to GEBE’s 
management that, as the island’s only electricity 
enterprise, it is responsible for all damages suffered 
by persons or to property as a result of the operation 
of the electricity enterprise, unless it proves that the 
damages were caused without any fault on its part or 
that of its subordinates. 

The Chamber’s legal representative explained that 
his client’s claim was supported by the fact that 
GEBE is the holder of a licence granted for the 


Island Territory of St. Maarten, pursuant to Article 
16 of the Federal Electricity Ordinance, and as such 
it is responsible for damages. 

The Chamber argues that the persons, companies 
and enterprises in St. Maarten whose interests it 
represents have suffered massive damages as a result 
of the numerous power outages in St. Maarten over 
the past couple of years, which have become even 
more frequent in the past several months. These 
damages consist of, but are not limited to, loss of 
revenue, damage to electrical appliances and expenses 
incurred for alternatives such as generators. 
Furthermore, the Chamber wants GEBE to explain 
and substantiate in writing what measures the 
company is taking to prevent further power outages, 
on what date these measures will be in place, what 
guarantees are in place that these measures will 
result in no further, or limited outages, and whether 
GEBE is willing to provide customers with automatic 
compensation for damages suffered. 

Prior to any legal action being filed, the Chamber 
indicated that it could request “each and every person 
and company in St. Maarten to submit an overview 
of [his/her/its] damages” so that charges could be 
filed collectively. 

Carty specifically mentioned that the Chamber did 
not doubt the hard work and effort GEBE personnel 
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were putting in on a daily basis. However, because 
the Chamber represents the business community and 
is concerned about St. Maarten’s economy, it cannot 
sit by and endure “the same thing on a different day” 
any longer. 

“We’ve been reading the press reports about the new 
engines coming online some time in December. But 
are we supposed to just sit back and let this situation 
continue until December? Are we just supposed to 
accept the loss of revenue?” Carty asked. 
“Businesses have salaries and loans to pay - 
obligations that cannot be compromised. Some 
companies can’t afford a generator or have no place 
to put one. They are losing revenue daily. So we are 
asking management of GEBE, the supervisory board 
and shareholder foundation to take this situation very 
seriously and act,” Carty said. 

He added that the Chamber would also be tackling 
the “ridiculously high price of electricity” by seeking 
an audience with the Executive Council. □

CHICAGO - More than 80 
percent of major companies 
reporting third-quarter results 
this month have beaten Wall 
Street expectations. So is 
business that good? No. 
Are companies gaming the 
system? Yes. 

Corporate America has a habit 
of low-balling the earnings 
forecasts used by analysts 
to determine their estimates. 
That way, the bar is lower, 
and companies can easily 
jump over when the quarter’s 
results are announced — even 
if profits and revenues have 
fallen off a cliff. 

“Over the last decade, there’s 
been a distinctive tendency for 
companies to underpromise 
and overdeliver,” says 
Dirk van Dijk, chief equity 
strategist of Zacks Investment 
Research. “Lately companies 
are being even more cautious. 
They realize investors can very 
harshly punish any company 
that disappoints.” 

Beating expectations generally 
gives share prices a quick lift, 
but the news can mislead 
investors about the real state 
of the business — and just how 
far this economic recovery has 
to go. In fact, of the companies 
reporting third-quarter results 
so far, 60 percent have posted

lower net income compared 
with a year ago. 

Still, the recession has, if 
anything, accelerated the flow 
ofpositive earnings “surprises” 
as companies play it safe 
and issue more conservative 
earnings forecasts. Over the 
past two years, 65 percent of 
earnings reports have beaten 
estimates. Even after last fall’s 
financial crisis, the following 
two quarters produced nearly 
twice as many beats as 
misses. 

And this quarter, 81 percent of 
the first 199 companies listed 
on the Standard & Poor’s 500 
index that reported earnings 
came in above expectations. 
The expectations game works 
like this. 

Corporation X announces 
weeks or months ahead of time 
that it expects to earn, say, 55 
to 60 cents per share. Analysts 
look at various measures of 
the company’s financial and 
operating performance while 
compiling forecasts, but rely 
heavily on guidance from 
management. 

The resulting consensus 
forecast might be around 57 
cents a share. 

On earnings day, the company 
then reports 61 cents per 
share. It can rightfully say it 
beat analyst expectations, and 
shares rise. Other investors 


jump on the bandwagon. 

The company has some ability 
to control the number since 
analysts and most media focus 
on the so-called adjusted 
earnings, which can leave out 
huge one-time charges such 
as write-offs for restructuring 
expenses that otherwise could 
drag down overall results. 

The expectations game has 
been played since the 1990s, 
when analysts’ aggregate 
predictions became widely 
available on the Internet. 

But the focus on expectations 
can distract investors from 
more meaningful numbers. 
This past summer, earnings 
stories trumpeted how banks 
did better than expected. But 
in stressing the surprise factor, 
many investors lost sight of 
the fact that earnings were 
down considerably for most 
banks and that troubles still 
shadow the sector. 

In the last 15 years, 61 percent 
of earnings reports by the 
nation’s largest publicly 
traded companies — those 
listed on the S&P 500 — 
have surpassed Wall Street’s 
consensus estimates. Only 21 
percent fell short, while 18 
percent matched estimates, 
according to Thomson Reuters 
data. 

There has never been a single 
quarter during that period 
when more companies have 
missed earnings than beat the 
Street. 

Some companies are more 
blatant about managing 
expectations than others. 
Apple Inc. is notorious for 
lowballing its outlooks. The 
computer maker topped 
analysts’ estimates on 
Monday for the 27th quarter 
in a row. It has not come up 
short on earnings day since the 
first quarter of 2001. Apple 
declined to comment on the 
trend. 

Then there’s Cisco Systems 
Inc., which once beat 
forecasts by exactly 1 cent 


per share for 13 straight 
quarters, from 1998-2001. 
Coming within a penny so 
many times during that period 
merely shows the company 
was “conservative and 
transparent in communicating 
quarterly business conditions 
to investors,” according to 
spokesman Terry Alberstein. 
Stock analysts cannot 
automatically be blamed 
for consistently erring on 
the low side. Until results 
become public, they must 
depend in large part on what 
companies disclose about their 
performance. A company may 
deliberately give low guidance 
so it can top expectations, 
but that’s hard for analysts to 
counter without evidence. 
Brian Marshall, a technology 
analyst for the brokerage firm 
Broadpoint AmTech, says 
Apple’s guidance is “almost 
absurdly low” but there’s only 
so much analysts can do. 

“The funny part is, people, 
including myself, try to see 
through it,” he says. 

He inputs hundreds of numbers 
into his forecast model each 
quarter, such as gross profit 
margin, average selling price 
for various products, the 
company’s past guidance and 
earnings, and data from other 
manufacturers and suppliers. 
Analysts also weigh whether 
a company has a history of 
issuing earnings results that do 
not include special accounting 
charges. 

Marshall’s estimates for 
Apple’s latest quarter were 
the highest on Wall Street. 
Yet the company topped his 
expectations by 16 cents 
per share and $200 million 
in sales. Its stock jumped 5 
percent on the news. 

Analysts also may have their 
reasons for wanting to stay on 
management’s good side. 
Companies are required to 
disclose material information 
to all investors at the same time. 
But their top executives can 


still show up at a firm’s annual 
conference or talk about the 
industry, notes David Weild, 
senior adviser at accounting 
firm Grant Thornton. 

“It’s pretty widely known that 
the big-cap companies who 
are highly sought after can 
withhold access to get the 
results they’re looking for, and 
that includes managing down 
expectations,” Weild says. 
Carefully managed by 
companies or not, expectations 
matter. 

A study of stock returns 
from 1994-2007 concluded 
that analyst forecasts were 
the second-most influential 
force on price movements. 
Management forecasts topped 
the list, according to Beverly 
Walther, an accounting 
professor at Northwestern 
University’s Kellogg School of 
Management who co-authored 
a newly released report. 
Estimates by analysts carry 
particular impact when results 
do not match up. A company’s 
stock price tends to fall much 
more on a “negative surprise,” 
or miss, than it rises on a 
positive surprise. 

Either way, the momentum 
from beating or missing 
an estimate can affect a 
company’s stock price for 
weeks afterward, Walther 
said. 

But the market impact may be 
a bit more muted than it was 
before last year’s meltdown. 
Failing to meet expectations 
still moves the market, but 
“it’s not as dramatic now,” says 
Matt Lloyd, chief investment 
strategist for Advisors Asset 
Management, an investment 
advisory firm. 

“There’s a lot of cynicism 
right now toward estimates 
— among investors, among 
everybody,” Lloyd says. 
Because so many economists 
and analysts failed to see the 
financial crisis coming, he 
says, “there’s a little more 
paranoia and distrust.” □ 
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Gene therapy cures congenital form of blindness 


PARIS (AFP) - Exhilarated 
scientists on Saturday 
announced they had used gene 
therapy to restore eyesight to 
children blighted by a rare, 
inherited form of creeping 
blindness. Youngsters were 
able to walk unaided around 
dimly-lit obstacles, take part 
in lessons at school without 
extra help — and one child 
saw the colour of his father’s 
eyes for the very first time. 
The revolutionary treatment 
targets a disease of light- 
catching retinal cells called 
Leber’s congenital amaurosis, 
or LCA. 

Caused by flaws in any one 
of around 13 key genes, LCA 
triggers severe loss of vision 
and abnormal eye movements 
in early infancy, usually 
leading to total blindness in 
the twenties or thirties. 
Doctors led by Jean Bennett of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Medicine tested a 
way of tackling this tragedy 
by inserting a corrective gene 
in a disabled cold virus. 

Their study was published 
online by The Lancet on 
Saturday, coinciding with a 
presentation at a conference 
of American ophthalmologists 
in San Francisco. 

The modified virus was 
injected into the eyeball, and 
infected the diseased cells — 
in effect, acting like a Trojan 
horse to deliver the right DNA 
to the retina. 

Twelve patients aged eight 
to 44 years were recruited in 
the small, experimental study, 
and were given the treatment 
in the eye that had the worst 
vision. 

None of the patients recovered 
normal sight, but all of them 
had an at-least 100-fold 
increase in so-called pupillary 
light response, meaning the 
constriction of the pupil when 
exposed to light. 

Six of the 12 recovered 
sufficient sight that meant they 
may no longer be classified as 
legally blind. 

The best results were among 
four children aged eight, nine, 
10 and 11. 

All four gained vision that 
enabled them to walk unaided 
along a dimly-lit simulated 
street route. 

“Another child, who since 
birth, could only see light 


and shadows, stared into his 
father’s face and said he could 
see the colour of his eyes. Later 
they played soccer together,” 
the university said in a press 
release. 

Normally reserved, the 
researchers used such words as 
“dramatic” and “spectacular” 
to describe the outcome, 
even though the trial is only a 
Phase 1 test, the first and most 
cautious level of a three-phase 
process to assess prototype 


treatments for safety and 
effectiveness. 

It comes less than six weeks 
after another breakthrough in 
gene vision therapy, in which 
two monkeys were cured of 
colour blindness. 

Gene medicine is one of 
the most alluring areas of 
biotechnology, offering the 
theoretical promise of blocking 
or reversing inherited disease. 
But this new frontier has also 
beenhitby occasional setbacks, 


notably an unexpected or 
uncontrollable response from 
the immune system. 

The pioneering treatment for 
LCA, though, has so far had 
no side effects and its benefits 
have remained unchanged two 
years later, say the researchers. 
“These remarkable results 
have laid a foundation for 
applying gene therapy not only 
to other forms of childhood- 
onset retinal disease, but 
also to more common retinal 


degenerations,” said Bennett. 
In an analysis also carried by 
The Lancet, Frans Cremers 
and Rob Collin of Radboud 
University Nijmegen Medical 
Centre in the Netherlands 
predicted a major boost for 
further gene therapy trials. 
But, they wrote, many genetic 
disorders remained to be 
uncovered and at present 
there was little incentive to 
unearth the cause of minority 
disorders. □ 
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‘Paranormal Actiwlty’ slays ‘Sami’ with $22 million

LOSANGELES-‘Paranormal 
Activity” has won a weekend 
battle of fright films over part 
six of the “Saw” franchise. 
Paramount’s upstart chiller 
“Paranormal Activity” went 
into nationwide release and 
took over the No. 1 spot with 
$22 million. That compares to 
just $ 14.8 million for the debut 
of “Saw VI,” a franchise that 
has been an annual Halloween 
fixture since 2004. 

It was the worst opening ever 
for Lionsgate’s “Saw” series, 
whose previous low was $ 18.3 
million for the original movie. 
Subsequent installments of the 
“Saw” franchise all opened at 
$30 million or better. 

This time, horror fans simply 
gravitated toward “Paranormal 
Activity” instead of “Saw 
VI.” 

“'Paranormal’ ate their lunch,” 
said Paul Dergarabedian, box- 
office analyst for Hollywood, 
com. “There’s no other way to 
explain it.” 

After four weeks in narrower 


release, Paramount slotted 
“Paranormal Activity” into 
1,945 theaters. That still was 
just under two-thirds of the 
3,036 theater count for “Saw 
VI.” 

“Paranormal Activity” raised 
its total haul to $62.5 million. 
The low-budget movie was 
shot for a reported $ 15,000 but 
has become a horror sensation 
because of online fan buzz. The 
fictional movie unfolds like a 
homemade documentary as a 
couple copes with apparitions 
and supernatural phenomena 
in their home. 

It has a strong shot at topping 
$100 million, something none 
of the “Saw” movies ever 
managed. While “Saw,” the 
grisly saga of a puppetmaster 
putting victims through savage 
moral tests, was embraced as a 
fresh twist by horror fans five 
years ago, it now is part of 
the Hollywood establishment 
compared to “Paranormal 
Activity.” 

“There’s no question 
'Paranormal’ offered a fresh 
alternative,” said Rob Moore, 


Paramount vice chairman. 
“This movie definitely has 
achieved a place in our culture 
right now.” 

The overall box office 
declined, with Hollywood 
revenues totaling $121 
million, down 9 percent from 
the same weekend a year ago, 
when “High School Musical 3: 
Senior Year” debuted with $42 
million and “Saw V” opened 
with $30.1 million. 

The box-office should get 
a jolt over Halloween as 
“Paranormal Activity” 

expands to as many as 2,500 
theaters and Sony’s “Michael 
Jackson: This Is It” heads into 
its first weekend after debuting 
late Tuesday night. 

The previous weekend’s No. 
1 movie, the Warner Bros, 
tale “Where the Wild Things 
Are,” fell to No. 3, just behind 
“Saw VI” with $14.4 million. 
Spike Jonze’s adaptation of 
the beloved children’s book 
by Maurice Sendak raised its 
total to $54 million.

“Astro Boy” opened at No. 6 
with $7 million, Universal’s

AKESPE, Kazakhstan - 
Standing on the shore under 
the relentless Central Asian 
sun, Badarkhan Prikeyev drew 
on a cigarette and squinted 
into the distance as one fishing 
boat after another returned 
with the day’s catch. 

Until recently, this spot where 
the fish merchant was standing, 
in a man-made desert at the 
edge of nowhere, represented 
one of the world’s worst 
environmental calamities. 
Now fresh water was lapping 
at his boots, proclaiming an 
environmental miracle — the 
return of the Aral Sea. 

The Aral Sea was once the 
world’s fourth-largest body 
of fresh water, covering an 
area the size of Ireland. But 
then the nations around it 
became part of the Soviet 
Union. With their passion for 
planned economics and giant, 
nature-reversing proj ects, 
the communists diverted the 
rivers that fed the inland sea 
and used them to irrigate vast 


cotton fields. The result: The 
Aral shrank by 90 percent to 
a string of isolated stretches 
of water. The catastrophe “is 
unprecedented in modern 
times,” says Philip Micklin, 
a geography professor at 
Western Michigan University 
who has studied the Aral Sea 
for years. 

And even now, nearly two 
decades after the Soviet 
Union broke up, the damage 
is far from reversed. Satellite 
images taken earlier this year 
show that one section of the 
sea has shrunk by 80 percent 
in the last three years alone. 
Uzbekistan, which controls 
three-quarters of the Aral Sea, 
has given up trying. The rescue 
has happened on Kazakhstan’s 
portion, and it is striking. 
Aralsk is a port that ended 
up 100 kilometers (60 miles) 
inland. But now, a dam 
built by the World Bank and 
Kazakh government is slowly 
resurrecting a small part of 
the sea, reviving the fishing 
industry and bringing hope 
to an area that some expected 


would simply dry up and 
blow away in the fierce, salty 
winds. 

The returning water has crept 
to within 25 kilometers (15.5 
miles) of Aralsk, also known 
as Aral, and the World Bank 
reckons it could reach the port 
in about six years. 

Kazakhs can hardly wait. 
“Good News — The Sea is 
Coming Back,” declares a sign 
at the entrance to Aralsk. 

In some areas, the water 
is already lapping at the 
derelict hulls of ships that 
were stranded deep inland, 
heightening the ghostly and 
surreal aura of the landscape. 
“Finally, there is hope and 
a life to be made here.” said 
Prikeyev, 49, waiting for his 
fishermen near the village of 
Akespe, 90 kilometers (55 
miles) west of Aralsk. “Work 
is available for anyone who 
wants it.” 

This summer his boats returned 
laden with heaving sacks of 
pike and carp. 

The miracle is a small one 
compared with the damage 


that will probably never 
be undone. Uzbekistan has 
chosen to keep the lucrative 
cotton industry going, and to 
prospect for gas and oil under 
the exposed seabed. 

But where the sea is being 
saved, the solution has proved

elegantly simple. 

The $88 million project 
launched in 2001 resulted in 
a dam to channel the precious 
waters of the Syr Darya river 
into the Kazakh section, rather 
than let them flow south and

AP sources: Senate likely 
to cut employer mandate

WASHINGTON (AP) — A proposal for 
government-backed health insurance is close to 
gaining the 60 votes needed to pass the Senate 
and probably will be in overhaul legislation, a 
Senate Democratic leader said Sunday. 

A proposal for the public option that is gaining 
wide support would allow states to choose not 
to participate in a government-run insurance 
program, said New York Sen. Chuck Schumer, 
the third-ranking Democrat. The “opt out” 
proposal is drawing support from many liberal 
and moderate senators and less opposition from 
lawmakers wary of government insurance, he 
said. Although Democrats control the 60 votes 
needed to advance legislation under Senate 
rules, not all Democrats support creating a 
government-run health insurance program. 
Negotiations in recent days have focused on 
crafting a public option that would satisfy liberal 
and moderate Democrats and not drive away 
others. Sen. Ben Nelson, a Nebraska Democrat 
who objects to a national government-run 
insurance program, said he would be interested 
in a proposal that allows states to participate 
only if they ask to join; he called this approach 
an “opt in” program. Nelson’s vote would be 
critical in reaching the 60-vote threshold. “I 


think if you go with a state-based public option, 
you can get bipartisan support,” Nelson said. “I 
think we’re all more comfortable, the people will 
be more comfortable if the states are engaged 
in taking care of the situation, recognizing that 
Utah’s problems and California’s problems 
are different than Nebraska’s problems.” 
Sen. Sherrod Brown, D-Ohio, said the public 
option is needed now to provide competition in 
regions where one or two insurance companies 
dominate the market. “I’m fine with the state 
opt out,” Brown said. “If Nebraska or Utah 
doesn’t want to do the public option, their 
governor and legislature can pass a law saying, 
‘We’re not going to give our citizens that right 
to have a public option.’” Schumer said Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., is leaning 
strongly toward an opt-out public option. Reid, 
who would make the final decision about 
bringing legislation to the Senate for a vote, 
led a delegation of Democrats to the White 
House on Thursday to discuss the issue with 
President Barack Obama. Obama has said he 
strongly supports a public option as a way of 
driving down costs by providing competition 
to private insurers. But the president has said it 
is not essential to achieving the broad goals of 
health care legislation.

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UN inspectors visit once-secret Iranian site

TEHRAN, Iran - U.N. 
inspectors entered a once- 
secret uranium enrichment 
facility with bunker-like 
construction and heavy 
military protection that raised 
Western suspicions about the 
extent and intent of Iran’s 
nuclear program. 

The visit Sunday by the four- 
member International Atomic 
Energy Agency team, reported 
by state media, was the first 
independent look inside the 
planned nuclear fuel lab, a 
former ammunition dump 


burrowed into the treeless 
hills south of Tehran and only 
publicly disclosed last month. 
The inspectors are expected 
to study plant blueprints, 
interview workers and take 
soil samples before wrapping 
up the three-day mission. 

No results from the inspection 
are expected until the team 
leaves the country, but some 
Iranian officials hailed the 
visit as an example that their 
nuclear program was open to 
international scrutiny. 

“IAEA inspectors’ visit to 
Fordo shows that Iran’s nuclear 
activities are transparent and 
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peaceful,” the official IRNA 
news agency quoted lawmaker 
Hasan Ebrahimi as saying. 
Another test of Iran’s 
cooperationis fast approaching, 
however. Iran has promised to 
respond this week to a U.N.- 
brokered deal to process its 
nuclear fuel abroad — a plan 
designed to ease Western 
fears about Iran’s potential 
ability to produce weapons- 
grade material. The current 
inspection of Iran’s second 
enrichment site came about a 
month after Tehran disclosed 
its existence in a letter to the 
IAEA, the U.N.’s nuclear 
watchdog. The notification 
to the U.N. agency came just 
days before President Barack 
Obama and other Western 
leaders claimed Iran has been 
hiding the facility from the 
world for years. 

After Iran’s disclosure, U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon told Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad 
that “the burden of proof 
is on Iran” to convince the 
international community its 
nuclear program is peaceful. 
Iran says that by reporting the 
existence of the site voluntarily, 
it “pre-empted a conspiracy” 
by the United States and its 
allies who were hoping to 
present the site as evidence 
that Iran was developing its 
nuclear program in secret. 

But the new facility, about 20 
miles (30 kilometers) north 
of the holy city of Qom, 
immediately raised suspicions 
about the aim of the nuclear 


program — which Iran claims 
is only for peaceful research 
and energy production. The 
site is reached by tunnels 
and is protected by military 
installations including missile 
silos and anti-aircraft batteries, 
Iranian officials said last 
month. Iran says the facility 
— known as Fordo after a 
village believed to have the 
largest percentage of fighters 
killed in the 1980-88 war with 
Iraq — was fortified to protect 
against any possible attack by 
the United States or Israel. 
Officials say the plant won’t 
be operational for another 18 
months and would produce 
uranium enrichment levels up 
to 5 percent, suitable only for 
peaceful purposes. Weapons- 
grade material is more than 90 
percent enriched. 

Iran says its other known 
enrichment facility — a much 
larger industrial-scale plant in 
Natanz in central Iran — is 
also only to produce nuclear 
fuel and not at levels for 
weapons. But many experts 
say the enrichment centrifuges 
could be expanded and 
upgraded to make weapons- 
grade material. 

Another worry for the West is 
Iran’s plans to install a more 
advanced type of centrifuge 
at the Fordo site, capable of 
enriching uranium several 
times faster and with higher 
efficiency. 

Iran also has promised to 
respond later this week on 
U.N.-drafted proposal to have 
its nuclear fuel processed in 


Russia, which would limit 
Iran’s stockpiles and allow 
more international controls. 
Although Iran has not given its 
official answer on the proposed 
nuclear deal — discussed last 
week after talks in Vienna with 
the United States, France and 
Russia — there are increasing 
doubts that Iran’s leadership 
will come on board. 

On Saturday, Parliament 
Speaker Ali Larijani claimed 
the West was trying to “cheat” 
Iran under the deal that would 
ship most of Iran’s uranium 
to Russia for reactor-ready 
enrichment. 

Larijani, the country’s former 
nuclear negotiator, said Iran 
prefers to buy the nuclear 
fuel it needs for a reactor 
under construction that makes 
medical isotopes. 

He did not specifically address 
the fuel needs for Iran’s 
planned full-scale reactor, but 
Russia is required to provide 
fuel as part of an agreement to 
build it for Iran in the southern 
city of Bushehr. The reactor is 
nearly operational. 

Rejection of the U.N. deal 
would force the United States 
and its allies to either return to 
talks or step up demands for 
greater economic sanctions 
and seek to further isolate Iran. 
The four-member delegation 
from the International Atomic 
Energy Agency is led by 
Herman Nackaerts, director of 
IAEA’s division of operations 
department of safeguards. The 
inspectors are expected to stay 
three days in Iran. Q

Somer Thompson’s name and 
photo were everywhere at the 
carnival-like fundraiser, which 
was held in a tree-lined park 
in the town’s center. A silent 
raffle, a bake sale and even 
glittery makeovers for little 
girls were offered to help the 
family of Somer, who went 
missing after school Monday. 
Her body was found in a 
Georgia landfill Wednesday. 


“I’ve been crying since day 
one,” said Amanda Wendorff, a 
co-organizer of the fundraiser. 
“When it’s a child, it just 
touches a community.” 
Wendorff, the wife of a Clay 
County Sheriff’s deputy, has 
four children of her own. She 
urged people at the carnival to 
be on the lookout for anyone 
suspicious — underscoring 
the fear that is running deep in 
the community. 

Meanwhile, detectives from 


local, state and federal law 
enforcement agencies are 
combing through tips: more 
than 1,150 calls from people 
around the U.S. have poured 
in regarding the little girl. 

So far, no one has come 
forward to say they saw the 
girl abducted or attacked. 
Investigators have ruled out all 
161 registered sex offenders 
who lived within a 5-mile 
radius of Somer’s home.

Video shows Calif, police boating of student 


SAN JOSE, Calif. - A cell phone video that 
shows police officers repeatedly hitting an 
unarmed university student with batons and a 
Taser gun has prompted a criminal investigation 
into the officers’ conduct, a San Jose police 
spokesman said. 

The video, posted by the San Jose Mercury 
News on its Web site late Saturday, shows one 
officer hitting 20-year-old Vietnamese student 
Phuong Ho with a metal baton more than 10 
times, including once on the head. Another 
officer is seen using his Taser gun on the San 
Jose State math major. 

The final baton strike in last month’s incident 
appears to take place after handcuffs have been 
attached to Ho’s wrists. 

“It takes me back to the day I saw the Rodney 
King video on TV,” said Roger Clark, a police 
expert and a retired lieutenant with the Los 
Angeles Sheriff’s Department. 

The last baton strike ought to bring a felony 
charge, Clark said. 

Officers arrested Ho on suspicion of assaulting 
one of his roommates. He was not armed when 
police arrived and he told the newspaper he 
didn’t resist arrest. 

The confrontation began Sept. 3 when Ho’s 
roommate, Jeremy Suftin, put soap on Ho’s 
steak. The two scuffled, and Ho picked up a 
steak knife, saying that in his home country 
he would have killed Suftin for doing what 
he did. Police were called, and four officers 
responded. 

Officer Kenneth Siegel encountered Ho in the 
hallway, but couldn’t understand the student’s 
accent, police reports said. Ho then ignored a 


police command to stand still, reports said. 
When Ho tried to follow Siegel into his room, 
officer Steven Payne Jr. moved to handcuff Ho. 
Payne wrote in his report that he pushed the 
student into a wall and then forced him to the 
floor when he resisted being handcuffed. 

Ho, who weighs more than 200 lbs., said his 
glasses fell off. As he went to pick them up, the 
officers struck him, he said. 

Another one of Ho’s roommates, Dimitri 
Masouris, captured the events on his cell phone. 
An officer can be heard on the video shouting, 
“Turn over!” Ho can be heard moaning and 
crying as he’s struck. 

“In philosophy, they call it ‘dehumanization,’” 
Ho told the Mercury News. “So when they 
think me a dangerous guy, they don’t treat me 
like I was human. They hit me like an animal 
or something.” 

Masouris said he considered the police response 
excessive. He sold the tape to San Jose lawyer 
Duyen Hoang Nguyen, who is representing 
Ho. The Mercury News obtained a copy of the 
video and showed it to Daniel Katz, San Jose’s 
assistant police chief. The police department is 
taking the matter very seriously, he said. 

San Jose Mayor Chuck Reed said the incident 
would be investigated by the internal affairs 
division of the San Jose Police Department 
and the results forwarded to the Santa Clara 
County district attorney for possible criminal 
prosecution. 

“Both investigations must respect the 
constitutionally guaranteed right of due process, 
which belongs to all parties to an investigation,” 
Reed said Sunday in a statement. □

Dozens of mourners and 
supporters have held nightly 
vigils outside the Thompsons’ 
home. They have gathered 
around a huge makeshift 
memorial of Hannah Montana 
balloons, stuffed animals and 
candles that have burned so 
long that the wax has melted 
into the grass. 

“I’m shocked that this 
could happen in this type of 
community,” Somer ’smatemal

great-grandmother, Marie 
Spires of New Richmond, 
Ohio, said Saturday. “And 
that no one would see or hear 
anything.” 

An autopsy has been completed 
and investigators know how 
Somer died, but authorities 
won’t disclose their findings 
or any details about the body. 
Spires said she doesn’t know 
how the little girl died. 

Family and friends described 
Somer as a friendly little girl 
who rode her scooter around 
the neighborhood. 

“She never met a stranger. She 
was very friendly,” said Robert 
O’Cain, a neighbor. “She was 
always looking for other kids 
to play with.” 

Tina Justyna said her 
daughter, 11, would often go 
to the library with Somer at 
school — and the pair would 
look at books about kittens 
and puppies.

Another approach to creating 
an alternative to private 
insurance is setting up 
nonprofit cooperatives, an 
idea that has been pushed by 
Sen.

WASHINGTON - Businesses 
would not be required to 
provide health insurance 
under legislation being readied 
for Senate debate, but large 
firms would owe significant 
penalties if any worker needed 
government subsidies to 
buy coverage on their own, 
according to Democratic 
officials familiar with talks on 
the bill. 

For firms with more than 50 
employees, the fee could be 
as high as $750 multiplied by 
the total size of the work force 
if only a few workers needed 
federal aid, these officials 
said. That is a more stringent 
penalty than in a bill that 
recently cleared the Senate 
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Finance Committee, which 
said companies should face 
penalties on a per-employee 
basis. 

These officials also said 
individuals would generally 
be required to purchase 
affordable insurance if it were 
available, and face penalties if 
they defied the requirement. 
The officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity, saying they were 
not authorized to discuss the 
private negotiations involving 
key Senate Democrats and 
the White House. They also 
stressed that no final decisions 
have been made on the details 
of the measure, expected to 
reach the Senate floor in about 
two weeks. 

In general, the bill taking shape 
in private talks led by Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid of 
Nevada is designed to answer 
President Barack Obama’s call 
to remake the nation’s health 
care system. It would expand 
coverage to millions who 
lack it, ban insurance industry 
practices such as denial of 
coverage for pre-existing 
medical conditions and slow 
the growth in medical spending 
nationally. 

Like a companion measure 
in the House, it would create 
a new federally regulated 
marketplace, termed an 


exchange, where individuals 
and families could purchase 
insurance sold by private 
industry. Federal subsidies 
would be available to help 
those at lower incomes afford 
the cost. 

Subsidies would also be 
available to smaller businesses 
as an incentive for them to 
provide insurance. 

Nominally, Reid’s task is to 
meld bills already approved 
by the Senate Finance 
Committee and the Senate 
Health, Education, Labor 
and Pensions Committee. 
In reality, however, he has a 
virtual free hand in coming up 
with a measure, with a goal of 
amassing a 60-vote majority 
to overcome a threatened 
Republican filibuster. 

Reid has told fellow senators 
he is strongly considering 
including a provision for a 
government-run insurance plan 
in the bill as a way to assure 
consumers have a choice 
and to create competition for 
private companies. States 
would be permitted to drop out 
under the plan. 

That is a somewhat weaker 
version than the HELP 
Committee voted for, but the 
Finance Committee omitted 
any federal role in the sale of 
coverage in favor of nonprofit 


co-ops competing with private 
industry. 

The issue is the most 
contentious in the effort to 
overhaul the nation’s health 
care system, and it is not 
known whether Reid has the 
60 votes for his plan. 

Sen. Chuck Schumer, D- 
N.Y., a leading advocate for 
a government-run insurance 
provision, said on NBC’s 
Meet The Press he thought the 
drive for 60 votes was close to 
success. 

One critic, Sen. Ben Nelson, 
D-Neb., said on CNN he 
was not enthusiastic with the 
proposal, but did not rule out 
giving Reid his vote on a key 
procedural vote. 

“Well, I certainly am not 
excited about a public option 
where states would opt out. ... 
I’ll take a look at the one where 
states could opt in if they make 
the decision themselves,” he 
said. 

Numerous other issues are 
involved in the bill. 
Therequirementforindividuals 
to purchase insurance would 
include provisions to exempt 
individuals or families unable 
to find affordable coverage. 
Those who are obligated to 
buy coverage and refuse would 
face a fine of perhaps $100 in 
the first year of the program. 
There is no penalty for 
individuals in the first year 
of the program in the Senate 
Finance Committee bill, 
a provision inserted at the 
request of Sen. Olympia 
Snowe. 

The Maine Republican is the 
only member of her party in 
either house of Congress to 
vote for a Democratic-backed 
health care bill in committee 
this year. 

The switch Reid is considering 
is an attempt to increase 
the number of people with 
insurance, a key goal of the 
legislation. 

Officials familiar with the 
Senate negotiations said the 
bill is likely to maintain a 
federal health care program 
for lower-income children as 
a stand-alone program, rather 
than folding it into the broad 
national insurance exchange. 
Sen. Jay Rockefeller, D- 
W.Va., is an ardent proponent 
of the arrangement and did not 
announce publicly he would 
vote for the Senate Finance 
Committee bill until after his 
proposal was approved. Q

NJ town grieves 
for slain priest, 
accused janitor

CHATHAM, N.J. - An arrest 
in the brutal slaying of a 
Roman Catholic priest has 
brought little solace to this 
bucolic, upscale community, 
which widely views the 
suspected role of the longtime 
church janitor as a second 
tragedy. 

More than 150 people at St. 
Patrick’s Church for Sunday’s 
early Mass prayed for the 
Rev. Ed Hinds, whose body 
was discovered in the church 
rectory Friday, and for Jose 
Feliciano, who is charged 
with stabbing the priest 32 
times with a kitchen knife. 
“This is a tragedy for this 
community,” the Rev. Owen 
Moran said after leading 
Mass. “It’s a tragedy for 
Father Ed and his family, and 
it’s a tragedy for the Feliciano 
family.” 

Authorities say the slaying 
occurred at about 5 p.m. 
Thursday after an argument 
between Hinds and Feliciano 
in the rectory. 

Morris County Prosecutor 
Robert Bianchi told CNN 
that the two men argued 
“over Feliciano’s continued 
employment.” He said Hinds 
dialed 911 from his cell phone 
and said he was being attacked 
and needed help. □ 


lawyer blasts 
release of affidavit 
In balloon case 

FORT COFFINS, Colo. - A mother’s confession that she and 
her husband faked their 6-year-old son’s disappearance in a 
runaway balloon shouldn’t have been made public, an attorney 
for the father said. 

Denver attorney David Fane blasted Farimer County officials 
for releasing documents Friday in the investigation into whether 
Mayumi and Richard Heene staged a hoax, saying the papers 
should have remained sealed until arrests were made. 

“It’s further proof of what that sheriff will do to further his own 
agenda and try to make it unfair to the Heenes,” Fane told The 
Coloradoan in Fort Collins. 

He said the Heenes haven’t even seen the affidavit, which was 
used to get a warrant to search their home. 

Sheriff Jim Alderden and Farimer County District Attorney 
Farry Abrahamson said releasing such documents is common if 
there’s not an order to seal a document. 

Mayumi Heene admitted to deputies that she and her husband 
knew their son, Falcon, was hiding in their Fort Collins home 
while authorities were chasing the homemade, UFO-shaped 
helium balloon, according to the affidavit. She is represented by 
lawyer Fee Christian, who was traveling and didn’t immediately 
respond to messages left with his office. 

The Heenes’ reports that the boy was inside a compartment on 
the bottom of the balloon set off a 50-mile scramble Oct. 15 in 
northern Colorado by police, firefighters and National Guard 
and media helicopters. The boy was later found at the home, 
where he said he’d been hiding in the garage because he was 
afraid he was in trouble. 

Alderden said he will pursue charges against both parents, 
accusing them of staging a hoax for publicity as they tried to 
land a deal for a reality TV show. 

It’s not clear if Mayumi Heene’s alleged confession could be 
used in a case against her husband, said Denver defense attorney

SUICIDE BOMB to launch horrific attacks

The bombings show that dramatically in Iraq. Many 
insurgents still have the ability fear such attacks will only 
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increase as Iraq prepares for 
crucial January elections. 

The dead included 35 
employees at the Ministry of 
Justice and at least 25 staff 
members of the Baghdad 
Provincial Council, said 
police and medical officials 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to speak to the 
media. At least 721 people 
were wounded, including three 
American contractors. 

The street where the blasts 
occurred had just been 
reopened to vehicle traffic 
six months ago. Shortly after, 
blast walls were repositioned 
to allow traffic closer to the 
government buildings. Such 
changes were touted by Iraq’s 
Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki as a sign that safety 
was returning to the city. 

The Iraqi leader walked among 
the mangled and blackened 
cars, which lay in front of blast 
walls that had been decorated 
with peaceful street scenes of 
Iraq. At the Justice Ministry, 
windows and walls on both 
sides of the street were blown 
away, and blood pooled with 
water from burst pipes. 
Al-Maliki has staked his 
political reputation and re- 
election bid on his ability to 
bring peace to the country 
and pledged to punish those 
responsible, who he said 
wanted to “spread chaos in 
the country, undermine the 
political process and prevent 
the holding of parliamentary 
elections.” But the Sunday 
attacks seemed designed 
to paint the Iraqi leader 
as incapable of providing 
security to the beleaguered 
city, undermining much of his 
political support. 

The attacks occurred just hours 
before Iraq’s top leadership 
was scheduled to meet with 
heads of political parties in 
order to reach a compromise 
on election guidelines needed 
to hold the January vote. 
President Barack Obama, who 
earlier this week reaffirmed 
the U.S.’s commitment to 
withdrawing its troops from 
the country, called al-Maliki 
to offer his condolences. 
“These bombings serve no 
purpose other than the murder 
of innocent men, women and 


children, and they only reveal 
the hateful and destructive 
agenda of those who would 
deny the Iraqi people the 
future that they deserve,” 
Obama said. 

The fact that the vehicles were 
able to get into an area home 
to numerous government 
institutions — just hundreds 
of yards from the heavily 
fortified Green Zone where the 
U.S. Embassy and the prime 
minister’s office are located 
— sparked demands that those 
in charge of the city’s security 
be held accountable. 

“Those responsible for security 
and intelligence should be 
checked and interrogated,” 
said Sunni Iraqi lawmaker 
Wathab Shakir. “Why should 
innocent people be killed?” 
The initial investigation 
suggested the vehicles, each 
loaded down with more than 
1,500 pounds of explosives, 
might have passed through 
some security checkpoints 
before hitting their destination, 
said Maj. Gen. Qassim al- 
Mousawi, a spokesman for the 
city’s operations command 
center. 

There have been no claims 
of responsibility so far, but 
massive car bombs have 
been the hallmark of the 
Sunni insurgents seeking 
to overthrow the country’s 
Shiite-dominated government. 
Iraq has accused members of 
the outlawed Baath Party 
living in neighboring Syria of 
being behind another series of 
deadly bombings in August 
that also targeted government 
buildings. Al-Maliki blamed 
the attacks on Baathist and Al- 
Qaida. 

Black smoke billowed from 
the frantic scene, as emergency 
service vehicles sped to the 
area. Many of the wounded 
were loaded into the back of 
trucks and into civilian cars 
because there were too many 
for ambulances to carry. 

“The walls collapsed and we 
had to run out,” said Yasmeen 
Afdhal, 24, an employee 
of the Baghdad provincial 
administration, which runs 
the city. “There are many 
wounded, and I saw them 
being taken away. They were 
pulling victims out of the 
rubble, and rushing them to 


ambulances.” 

Thepro vincial council is the city 
government, which oversees a 
broad range of city services 
such as garbage collection, 
electricity, distribution of 
fuel for generators and school 
maintenance. 

U.S. troops were also called 
in at the request of the Iraqi 
government to help secure the 
area, deal with any explosive 
material and offer forensics 
personnel to assist in the 
investigation, said a military 
spokesman, Maj. Dave 
Shoupe. 

The coordinated bombings 
were the deadliest since 
a series of massive truck 
bombs in northern Iraq killed 
nearly 500 villagers from the 
minority Yazidi sect in August 
2007. In Baghdad itself, it was 
the worst attack since a series 
of suicide bombings against 
Shiite neighborhoods in April 
2007 killed 183. 

Three American security 
contractors working for the 
U.S. Embassy in Baghdad 
were injured in the blasts, said 
Philip Frayne, an embassy 
spokesman. Frayne could not 
immediately provide details 
about who the contractors were 
escorting, which company 
they worked for or the nature 
of their injuries. 

The explosions were just 
a few hundred yards from 
Iraq’s Foreign Ministry, 
which is still rebuilding after 
massive bombings there in 
August. The bombings were a 
devastating blow for a country 
that has seen a dramatic drop 
in violence since the height of 
the sectarian fighting in 2006 
and 2007. 

On the streets of Baghdad, 
many Iraqis were angry at 
what they described as a lapse 
in security and wary about 
what will happen when U.S. 
forces leave. 

“Everyday, we hear statements 
from different government 
officials that our forces are 
ready to control the situation 
on the ground when the U.S. 
forces withdraw,” Zahid 
Hussain Najim said. “But day 
after day it has been found 
that these officials are either 
liars or have no idea about 
what’s going on outside their 
offices.” □ 
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Violent clashes erupt at Jerusalem’s holiest site

JERUSALEM - Israeli 
police firing stun grenades 
faced off Sunday against 
masked Palestinian 

protesters hurling stones 
and plastic chairs outside 
the Holy Land’s most 
volatile shrine, where past 
violence has escalated into 
prolonged conflict. 

A wall of Israeli riot police 
behind plexiglass shields 
marched toward young 
men covering their faces 
with T-shirts and scarves, 
sending many of them 
running for cover into the 
Al-Aqsa mosque, one of 
the Islamic structures in the 
compound known to Jews 
as the Temple Mount and 
to Muslims as the Noble 
Sanctuary. 

They remained holed 
up in the mosque with 
police outside for several 
hours until dispersing 
before nightfall. Eighteen 
protesters were arrested, 
and no serious injuries were 
reported. But even mild 
troubles at the disputed 
compound in Jerusalem’s 
Old City can quickly ignite 
widespread unrest, and 
police remained on high 
alert. 

“Jerusalem is a red line that 
Israel should not cross,” 
said Palestinian Authority 
spokesman Nabil Abu 
Rdeneh, condemning the 
Israeli police action. 

A visit to the site in 2000 
by Ariel Sharon, then an 
Israeli opposition leader 
and later prime minister, 
helped ignite deadly clashes 
that escalated into violence 
that engulfed Israel and the 
Palestinian territories for 
several years. 

Sunday’s disturbances were 
rooted in calls from Muslim 
leaders for their followers 
to protect the Islamic sites 
from what they said were 
Israeli plots to damage 
them or let Jews pray in the 


compound. There was no 
evidence to support either 
claim. 

Palestinians are also angry 
about stalled peace talks and 
ongoing Israeli construction 
in east Jerusalem and the 
West Bank, areas they want 
for a future state. 

Stoking tensions, a group 
of hardline settlers and 
rabbis met in Jerusalem 
on Sunday evening calling 
on Jews to pray at the site. 
Most rabbis, however, say 
the place is so holy that 
Jews should not even set 
foot there. Police allow 
only Muslims to worship in 
the compound and say that 
practice will be enforced. 
Israel has controlled the site 
since 1967, but has left day- 
to-day administration in the 
hands of a Muslim clerical 
body, the Waqf. Israelis and 
tourists are allowed to visit 
at certain times. 

Israel’s national police 
chief, David Cohen, 
accused a small group of 
Muslim extremists of trying 
to foment violence. 

“The police will act with a 
strong hand against anyone 
who disrupts order on the 
Temple Mount and against 
those incite to riot,” Cohen 
said. 

The Jerusalem holy site 
is a hot-button issue for 
Muslims worldwide, and the 
Palestinian condemnation 
was quickly taken up 
abroad. The head of the 57- 
nation Organization of the 
Islamic Conference warned 
that any provocative act by 
Israel “would bear grave 
consequences,” while the 
Arab League called on the 
U.N. to “stop the Israeli 
aggressions.” Egypt urged 
Israel to refrain from 
actions with “negative 
repercussions” for the 
region. 

The Islamic militant 
Hamas movement, which 
rules the Gaza Strip, called 
on Palestinians to rise up 


against Israel and urged 
Arab countries that have ties 
to Israel to sever them. 

Nine police officers were 
lightly wounded and 18 
protesters were detained, 
police said. The Palestinian 
president’s adviser on 
Jerusalem affairs and a 
leader from Israel’s Islamic 
Movement were arrested for 
alleged incitement, police 
said. 

A total of 25 protesters 
were injured by batons or 
gas inhalation, said Ameen 
Abu Ghazaleh, head of the 
Palestinian Red Crescent’s 
ambulance service. An 
Australian journalist 

covering the clash was 
struck in the face by a rock 
and lightly wounded, Israeli 
police said. The disputing 
claims to the man-made 
platform in Jerusalem’s Old 
City lie at the heart of the 
Israel-Palestinian conflict. 
It is revered as the holiest 
site in Judaism, home to 
two biblical Temples, and 
Jews pray at the foot of the 


compound at the Western 
Wall. 

In the Islamic tradition, it is 
the place where the Prophet 
Muhammad ascended 
to heaven in a nighttime 
journey recounted in the 
Quran, and is considered 
the third-holiest site after 
the Saudi cities of Mecca 
and Medina. 

Israel has carried out 
numerous archaeological

has denied Palestinian 
allegations that the work 
could endanger the 
compound.

KABUL - President Hamid 
Karzai and his challenger 
ruled out a power-sharing deal 
before Afghanistan’s Nov. 
7 runoff, saying the second 
round of balloting must be 
held as planned to bolster 
democracy in this war-ravaged 
country. 

Some Obama administration 
officials had said the U.S. 
would be receptive to a deal 
to avoid another disruptive 
election if Karzai and former 
Foreign Minister Abdullah 
Abdullah agreed. 

However, both Afghan 
candidates said on talk shows 
televised Sunday in the 
United States that they were 
committed to a second-round 
vote, despite the huge security 
and logistical challenges and 
the threat of Taliban attacks 
against voters. 

“It has to be held. I made 
sure to have agreement from 
all the international players 
before agreeing to runoff 
to have a second round 
absolutely surely agreed upon 
and promised,” Karzai said 
on CNN’s “Fareed Zakaria_ 
GPS” program. “Therefore, 
we must have a second round. 
If we don’t do that, we’ll be 
insulting democracy and a 
pledge to respecting the vote 
of the people.” 

Speaking on “Fox News 


Sunday,” Abdullah was asked 
if he were interested in a deal 
to avoid a runoff. 

“No, I think I should rule it out 
because I’m ready to go for a 
runoff,” he replied. 

President Barack Obama’s 
administration is hoping the 
runoff will produce a legitimate 
government after massive 
ballot-rigging sullied the first- 
round vote. Another flawed 
election would cast doubt on 
the wisdom of sending tens of 
thousands more U.S. troops to 
support a weak government 
tainted by fraud. 

Last Tuesday, Karzai bowed to 
intense international pressure 
and agreed to a runoff after 
a U.N.-backed panel voided 
enough of his votes in the Aug. 
20 election that he fell below 
the 50 percent threshold for a 
first-round victory in the 36- 
candidate race. 

Abdullah said his focus was on 
making sure that the November 
election is carried out without 
the fraud that marred the first 
round of balloting. 

Abdullah’s campaign aides 
have called for the top three 
officials on Afghanistan’s 
Independent Election 

Commission to step down 
because of their alleged role 
in electoral fraud. However, 
Abdullah’s campaign has 
stopped short of threatening a 
boycott if the electoral officials 
refuse to step down. 


Karzai acknowledged fraud 
had taken place but insisted 
that the August balloting “as 
a whole was clean, and as a 
result was clear. 

“I decided for peace, for 
stability, and for the future of 
democracy in Afghanistan and 
for the future of institutional 
order in Afghanistan to call for 
a runoff, and I find that in the 
interest of the Afghan people,” 
he said. 

Karzai said that if Abdullah 
is interested in joining the 
government after the election 
“he is most welcome.” 

“I’m known for consensus 
building and for inclusivity,” 
Karzai said. “And that’s a 
good trademark.” 

Abdullah, speaking on CNN’s 
“State of the Union,” program, 
said he left the Karzai 
government three years ago 
because he did not want to be 
part of “the same deteriorating 
situation.” 

The political battle is raging 
as the Taliban is gaining 
strength, exploiting public 
disenchantment with poor 
governance and widespread 
discontent in much of the 
country over the presence 
of foreign military forces. 
Western officials are eager to 
see a new government in place 
so they can begin trying to 
heal the deep rifts within anti- 
Taliban groups in the country. 
In the capital of Kabul, 


riot police fired shots in 
the air Sunday to disperse 
a demonstration by nearly 
1,000 students protesting 
the rumored desecration of a 
Muslim holy book, the Quran, 
by U.S. troops during an 
operation two weeks ago in 
Wardak province. 

U.S. and Afghan authorities 
have denied any such 
desecration and insist that 
the Taliban are spreading the 
rumor to stir up public anger. 
The rumor has sparked similar 
protests in Wardak and Khost 
provinces. 

Students burned an effigy 


of Obama and chanted 
slogans such as “down with 
Americans, down with Israel” 
as they marched from Kabul 
University to the parliament 
building, where riot police 
turned them back. There were 
no reports of casualties. 

One of the demonstrators, who 
gave his name as Zabiullah, 
said “the people behind 
this humiliation should be 
arrested.” 

“The actions of the university 
students are because the 
Quran is the law of our Islamic 
religion, and it has been 
desecrated,” he said. □

CARACAS, Venezuela - 
Venezuela’s defense minister 
said Sunday that 10 killings 
near the border with Colombia 
may be the work of warring 
factions in that country’s 
internal conflict, and said 
Venezuelan troops are stepping 
up security. 

Mostly Colombians, the 
10 were executed and their 
bodies were found in multiple 
spots in western Tachira 
state on Saturday, Defense 
Minister Ramon Carrizalez 
said. Authorities believe the 
victims were among a group 
of 12 recently abducted in the 
area. 

The killings occurred amid 
tensions between Venezuela 
andColombia,withaccusations 
flying over the adequacy of 
Venezuela’s efforts to police 
its territory and stem the flow 
of Colombian cocaine. 

In Colombia, President Alvaro 
Uribe condemned the killings 
and said they “show that 


terrorism is international, that 
it has no borders.” He offered 
help in the investigation and 
expressed confidence that 
Venezuelan authorities will 
act promptly to “take those 
terrorists to jail.” 

Relatives told authorities that 
those who were kidnapped 

— including 10 Colombians, 
a Peruvian and a Venezuelan 

— were seized by a group of 
armed men dressed in black 
on Oct. 11 from a field where 
they were playing football, 
the Public Ministry said in a 
statement Sunday. It said the 
armed men are believed to 
have called out the names of 
the members of the football 
team one-by-one before taking 
them away in vehicles. 
Carrizalez, who is also vice 
president, said one man 
survived the ordeal, and 
another was believed missing. 
The survivor, 19-year-old 
Colombian Manuel Cortes, 
was shot in the face and the 
bullet passed through his jaw, 
said Mauricio Lopez, a brother 


of the victim. 

Several ofthe Colombians were 
from the town of Bucaramanga, 
and investigators suspect 
their killings may have 
resulted from “confrontation 
between irregular groups 
as part of the Colombian 
conflict,” Carrizalez said. He 
said Venezuelan troops are 
increasing patrols to sweep 
the area and have orders to 
“act forcefully” against any 
armed Colombian group. 
Colombian officials in the 
past have accused Venezuela 
of allowing leftist Colombian 
rebels to take refuge across the 
border. 

Carrizalez said the remote 
border region is difficult to 
control and that “we’re a 
victim of this conflict” spilling 
across from Colombia. 
Relations have been tense 
recently between Venezuelan 
President Hugo Chavez 
and Colombia’s U.S.-allied 
government. 

On Friday, Colombia’s defense 
minister, Gabriel Silva, said 


he is concerned about the 
possibility of a “free” flow 
of planes passing unhindered 
through Venezuelan territory 
laden with Colombian 
cocaine. 

Venezuela protested the 
comments in a diplomatic 
note, and Chavez ridiculed

mentally retarded at least” 
and is “following instructions 
from the (U.S.) empire.” 
Chavez contends that

Steelers’ big-play defense end Vikings unbeaten season 
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PITTSBURGH(AP) Brett Favre , 
Adrian Peterson and the Minnesota 
Vikings were anything but perfect. 

The Vikings couldn’t gain a half-yard 
when it might have turned the game, 
then watched the Steelers’ big-play 
defense end their unbeaten season with 
two long touchdown returns in the final 
6 1/2 minutes. 

LaMarr Woodley ‘s 77-yard fumble 
return and Keyaron Fox ‘s 82-yard 
interception return on turnovers by 
Favre allowed the Steelers to turn 
back Minnesota’s repeated comeback 
attempts, and the Steelers rode three 
major defensive stands to an important 
27-17 victory Sunday. 


The anticipated quarterback showdown 
between Favre and NFL passing leader 
Ben Roethlisberger became a defensive 
duel. And the Super Bowl champion 
Steelers (5-2) - No. 1 defensively the 
last two seasons - are tough to beat in 
any game that’s decided by defense. 
The Vikings (6-1) conceded as much 
in the third quarter when, after failing 
to score from a half-yard out on three 
plays in which Peterson got the ball 
only once, they settled for a field goal 
that kept Pittsburgh in the lead at 13 -10. 
Woodley’s return, with the linebacker 
huffing and puffing for the final 30 
yards after Brett Keisel stripped Favre 
of the ball, was reminiscent of James 


Harrison ‘s 100-yard interception 
return for a touchdown in the Super 
Bowl against Arizona. The touchdown 
put the Steelers up 20-10 with 6:23 
remaining, after the Vikings drove to 
the Steelers 8 and were in position to 
take their first lead since Peterson’s 2- 
yard touchdown run put them up 7-3 in 
the second quarter. 

With Favre hitting Peterson on a 29- 
yard pass play, the Vikings drove to 
the Steelers 18 with just over a minute 
remaining, and their biggest victory of 
an improbably good season awaited. 
But Fox stepped in front of Favre’s 
pass intended for Chester Taylor and 
returned it almost the length of the field, 


with nearly every Viking except Favre 
in pursuit. Favre had been intercepted 
only twice previously. 

On the next two downs, Favre couldn’t 
get the ball to covered receivers in 
the end zone. Coach Brad Childress 
then settled for Ryan Longwell ‘s 18- 
yard field goal rather than go for it on 
fourth down, as the crowd of 65,597 - a 
Steelers record at Heinz Field - loudly 
cheered the potentially decisive stand. 
Favre (34 of 51, 334 yards) was better 
statistically than Roethlisberger (14 of 
26,175 yards) - except for the turnovers. 
The Vikings outgained Pittsburgh 386- 
259, but couldn’t outscore the Steelers 
defense. □ 


Sampras beats Agassi in Macau exhibition 


Sampras’ attacking style, but it was Agassi who 
came out strong in the first set. He showed no signs 
of the bad back that required four injections during 
his final tournament, the 2006 U.S. Open.

He continued to have the advantage in the super 
tiebreaker, overwhelming Agassi with a powerful 
serve. Trailing 9-6, Agassi saved two match points— 
the second with a down-the-line backhand winner— 
but Sampras served out the match with another ace. 
“Andre just hits the ball so cleanly, even after being 
retired for three years. The pace of his shots was 
very heavy,” Sampras said, noting Agassi served 
more aces than he did. 


“How many times does that happen?” Agassi joked. 
The two Americans captivated fans in the 1990s 
and early 2000s with their contrasting styles and 
personalities. Sampras led their head-to-head series 
20 to 14, including 4 to 1 in Grand Slam finals. 
“Pete’s hands are the same as they’ve always been,” 
Agassi said. “He has great feel for the ball. He 
surprised me with the number of pickups he made 
out there. It was like it just came very naturally.’Q
